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The Falſities in the Five Poſitions in the Reſpondents Printed Caſe, 
call'd Reaſons Detected and Demonſtrated, to be no Reaſon. 


T'S not Agreed that the Reſpondents are Intituled to the 
Legacy, but inſiſted on, that they have got more than the 
lame amounts unto, out of which this Legacy was Payable, 

IT. Mrs. Afþby had not any Perſonal Eſtate but what was left her by 
her Husband, and conſequently it cannot be, neither is it prov'd 
the Appellant had between 4 and 5000 /. of her Eſtate come to his 
Hands, her Husband not Dying worth half the Money ; neither is it 
true that ſhe intruſted the Appellant but by her Husband's Di- 
rections. | ; 

III. For them to ſay theAppellant made no Proof is a Fault, is a Fault in 

them; when by their Printed Caſe it appears the Appellant mov'd 
for time to examine his Witneſſes, and was deny'd it. And one main 

Point of the Appeal is for that Reaſon; and the Appellant doubts 

not but to give out of their own ſhewing ſatisfactory Reaſons to 

Reverſe the Decree : Albeit he was miſtaken if he ſaid he had ſecur'd 
the Money where they could not find it. 

IV. The Appellant was Advis'd that on an Original Bill he could not 
be Reliev'd againſt the Decree, and that the Maſter could not 
allow the Appellant's being Diſpoſſeſs'd for his Diſcharge, he be- 

ing by the Decree to take an Account of what came to the Ap- 
pellant's Hands, and by the Appellant's Anſwer all came to his 
Hands, but he was in a Fortnight Diſpoſſeſs'd by this very Le- 
gatee and her Aſſiſtants (and yet no Way as this Caſe ſtood to be Re- 
liev'd againſt this Decree but by Appeal) and fo the Appellant could 
not be Extravagant of what the Reſpondents got from him ; neither 
have the Roſpondents deny*d the Matter charg'd upon them. 
V. No Man living could, or can prevent ſuch Surpriſe, the Time (for 
Want of Notice) being ſlipt tor Examining his Witneſſes, and Liberty 
to do it on the uſual Afidavits deny*d ; and the Hearing was put off 
two or three Days to get their Will ready, and a Week deny'd the Ap- 
pellant to make a Defence; and were the Reſpondents not fearful of 
this Defence, they would not have us'd ſuch Means, and all along
